=  Amongit the Painters 
* and the Writers on Paint- 
ing there is one maxim univerfally aimitted 
and continually incalcated. IJmitate Nature 
is the invariable rule, but I know none who 
have explained in what manner this rule is 
to be underitood ; the confequence of which 


s+ 


feafe, that objeéts are reprefented natu-ally 
when they have fuch relief that they feem 
real. It may appear ftrange, perhaps, to 
hear this fenfe of the rule difputed, but it 
muft be confidered, that if the excellency of 
a Painter confifted only ia this kind of imi- 
tation, Painting muft lofe its rank, and be 
no longer confidered as a liberal art, and 
fiftir to Poetry ; this imitation being merely 
mechanical, in which the floweft intellect is 
always fure to fucceed beft; for the Paint- 
er of genius cannot ftoop to this dradgery, 
in which the underftanding has no part; 
and what pretence has the art to claim kin- 
dred with Poetry, but by its powers over the 
imagination ? To this power the Painter of 

enius direéts his aim ; in this fenfe he ftu- 
Ses Nature, and often arrives at his end, 
even by being unnatural in the confined 
fenfe of the word. 

The grand itile of Painting requires this 
minute attention to be carefully avoided, 
and muft be kept as feparate from it as the 
file of Poetry from that of Hitlory. Po- 
etical ornaments deftroy that air of truth 
and plainnefs which ought to characterize 
Hiftory ; but the very being of Poetry con- 
fifts in de arting from this plain narration, 
and adopting every ornament that will warm 
the imagination. ‘To defire to fee the ex- 
cellencies of each ftile united, to mingle 
the Dutch with the Italian fchool, is to 
join contrarieties which cannot fubuit toge- 
ther, and which deftroy the efficacy of each 
Other. ‘The Italian attends only to the in- 
variable, the great aid general iJeas which 
are fix’d and inherent in u iverial Nature ; 


. the Dutch, on the contrary, to literal trath 


and a minute exaétnefs in the detail, as I 
may fay, of Nature methodized by accident. 
The attention to thefe petty particularities is 
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admired in the Datch Pi€tures, which, if 
we fuppofe it to be a beauty, is certainly of 
2 lower order, which ought to give place to 
a beanty of a fuperior fe fince one cannot 
be obtained but by departing from the o- 
ther. “ 

If my opinion was afced concerning the 
works of Michael Angelo, -whether they 
would receive any adva..tage from poffefling 
this mechanical merit, Fthould not {cruple 
to fay they would not only receive no ad- 
vantage, but would lofe, in a great meafure, | 
the effet which @hey nb® have on every | 
mind fufceptible of great ‘and noble ideas. 
His works may be Ga t9 be all genius and 
foul, and why fhould théy be loaded with | 
heavy matter which candonly counteract his | 
purpofe ty retarding the. progrefs of the' 
imagination. * 

If this opinion fhout& te thought one of 
the wild extravagancieg. of Enthufiafm, I 
fhall only jay, that thofg who cenfure it are 
not converfant in the works of the Great 
Matters. It is very difficult to determine 
the exaét degree of Enthufiafm that the arts 
of Painting and Poetry may admit; there 
may perhaps be too gregt an indulgence as 
well as too great a reftraint of imagination ; 
and if the one producg§ incoherent mon- 
fters, the other produces,what is full as bad, 
lifelefs infipidity. Am@ntimate knowledge 
of the paffions, and good fenfe, but not com- 
mon fenfe, mutt at lait determine its limits. 
It has been thought, am@ I believe with rea- 
fon, that Michael Angelo fometimes tranf- 

refed thofe limits ; "and I think I have 
een figures of him of which it was very dif- 
ficult to determine whether they were in the 
highett degree fublime ‘or extremely ridicu- 
lous. Such faults mayi be faid to be the e- 
bullitions of Genius; but at leaft he had 
this merit, that he never was iniipid, and 
whatever pafion his works may excite, they 
will always efcape contempt. 

What I have had under confideration is 
the fublimeft file, particularly that of Mi- 
chael: Angelo, the Homer of Painting. O- 
ther kinds may admit’ of this naturalnefs, 
which of the loweft kind is the chief merit, 
but in Painting as in Poetry the highett utile 
has the leaft of common nature. 

One may very fafely recommend a little 
more enthufiafm to the modern Painters ; 
too much is certainly not the vice of the 
prefent age. The Italians feem to have 
been continually decliniig in this refpe& 


from the time gf Michael Angelo to that of |’ 








icon osennine 
the very caufe of this natutalneis io much, Carlo’ Maratti, and from thence to the very 


bathos of infipidity to which they are now 
funk ; fo that there is no need of remarking 
that where I mentioned the Italian Painters 
in oppofition to the Dutch, I mean not the 
moderns, but the heads of the old Roman 
and Bolognian fchools; nor did I mean to 
include in my idea of an Italian Painter the 
Venetian fchool, whieh may be faid to 
be the Dutch part of the Italian genius. I 
have only to add a word of advice to the 
Painters, that however excellent they may 
be in painting naturally, they would not 
flatter themfelves very much upon it; and 
to the Connoiféurs, that when they fee a cat 
or a fiddie painted fo finely, that, as the 
phrate is, It looks as if you could take it ups, 
they would not for that reafon immediately 
conpare the Painter to Raffaelle and Mi- 
chaei Angelo.

dorff near Gorlitz on the 23d, at feven in 
theevening, and after an almoft incredible march 
from thence by Rothenburg to thisplace (which 
is at the full diftance of eleven German miles) 
on the zsth, about five in theafteruoon, had the 
good fortune to furprize the whole corps of 
General Velayencamped behind this town. The 
attack was very brifk, and lafted about three 
quarters of an hour, when the Auftrians gave 
way, and fled into the woods in the neighbour- 
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hood; but our huffars purfuing, and partly 


wmrounding them, killed near 600 on the field 
and in the woods, made near 1500 prifoners, 
among whom is General Vela himfelf, and up- 
wards of 20 Officers (according to the lift deli- 
vered to his Royal Highnefs) and took three 
pieces of cannon. This corps, it is faid, con- 
lifted of 4.000 men, chiefly Croats and Hungarian 
infantry, with fome huilars, who are entirely 
dilperfed ; and about 300 or the prifoners are 
defperately wounded. On our fide there were 
only fix fquadrons of Gerfdorft's huffars, and 
100 dragoons, a€tually engaged ; and our lofs 


does not amount to 100 in killed and wounded. |. 


Ihe army has halted here yefterday and this 
day, but will march to-morrow morning. 

we hear M. Daun took poffeffion of Gorlitz 
on the 34th in the morning ; but, as foon as he 
difcovered that his Royal Highnefs was march- 
ing towardsSaxony, returned tor Budiffen, where 
it 1s fuppofed he arrived lait night or this day.

Head-quarters at Montmorenci in the River St. 
Laurence, Sept. 2, 1759. 
SIR, 
I With I could, upon this occafion, have the 

honour of tranfmitting to you a more favour- 
abie account of the progreis of his Majetty’s 
arms; but the obftacles we have met with, in the 
operations of the campaign, are much greater 
than we had reafon to expeét, or could forefee ; 
not fo much from the number of the enemy, 
(tho” fuperior to us) as from the natural ftrength 
of the country, which the Marquis de Mont- 
calm feems wilely to depend upon. 

When I learned that iuccours of all kinds had 
been thrown into Quebec; that five battalions 
of regular troops, compleated trom the beit ot 
the inhabitants of the country, fome of the 
troops of the colony, and every Canadian that

was able to bear arms, befides feveral nations of 


tageous fituation ; I could not flatter myfelf 
that I fhould be able to reduce the place. I 
fought, however, an occafion to attack their 
army, knowing well, that with thefe troops I 
was able to fight, and hoping that a victory 


We found them encamped along the fhore of 
Beaufort, from the river St. Charles to the Falls 
of Montmorenci, and intrenched in every ac- 
ceflable part. The 27th of June we landed upon 
the Ifle of Orleans; but receiving a meflage 
from the Admiral, that there was reafon to 
think the enemy had artillery, and a force upon 
the point of the Levi, I detached Brigadier 
Monckton with four battalions to drive them} many hours before we cou. 
from thence, Ne paffed the river the 29th at! fuppoling a favourab: 
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he obliged the enemy's irregulars to retire, 
and poflefled himfelf of that poft: the advanc. 
ed parties upon this occafion had two or three 
skirmifhes with the Canadians and Indians, 
with little lofs on either fide. 

Col. Carieton marched with a detachment to 
the weftermoft point of the [feof Orleans, trom 
whence our operations were likely to begin. 

It wasabfolutely neceflary to poflefs thefe two 
points, and fortity.them ; becaufe from either 
the one or the other, the enemy might make it 
impoffible for any fhip to lye in the bafon of 

uebec, or even within two miles of it. 

atteries of cannon and mortars were erected 
with great diipatch on the point of Levi, to 
bombard the town and magazines, and to in. 
jure the works and. batteries: the enemy per. 
ceiving thefe works in fome forwardnels, pafled 
the river with 1600 men to attack and deftroy 
them. Unluckily they fell into confufiog, fired 
upon oneanother,and went back again ; By which 
we lof& an opportunity of defeating this large 
detachment. The effect of this artillery has 
been fo great, (tho’ acrofs the river) that the 
Upper Town is confiderably damaged, and the 
Lower Town entirely dettroyed. 

The works, for the fecurity of our hofpitals 
and ftores on the Ifle of Orleans, being finithed; 
on the oth of July, at night, we paffed the 
North Channel, and incamped near the enemy's 
left, the river Montmorenci between us. The 
next morning Capt. Danks’s company of Ran- 
gers, pofted in a wood to cover fome workmen, 
were attacked and defeated by a body of In- 
dians, and had fo many killed and wounded, as 
to be almoft difabled for the refit of the cam- 
paign: the enemy alfo fuffered in this affair, 
and were in their turn driven off by the neareit 
troops. 

The ground, to the eaftward of the falls, 
feemed to be (as it really is) higher than that 
on the enemy's fide, and to command it ina 
manner which might be made ufeful to us. 
There is befides a tord below the falls, which 
may be paffed for fome hours in the latter part 
of the ebb and beginning of the flood tide; and 
I had hopes, that poffibly means might be found 
of paffing the river above, fo as to fight the 
Marquis de Montcalm upon terms of lefs-dif- 
advantage than dire¢tly attacking his intrench- 
ments. In reconnoitring the river Montmo- 
renci, we found it fordable at a place about 
three miles up; but the oppofite bank was in- 
trenched, and {o fteep and woody, that it was 
to no purpofe to attempt a paflage there. The 
efcort was twice attacked by the Indians, who 
were as often repulfed; but in thefe ren- 
counters we had 40 (officers and men) killed 
and wounded. 

The 18th of July, two men of war, two arm- 
ed floops, and two tranfports with fome troops 
on board, paffed by the town without any’'lois, 
and got into the upper river, This enabied 
me to reconnoitre the country above, where! 
found the fame attention on the encmy’s fide, 
and great difficulties on our's, arifing from the 
nature of the ground, and the obitacles to our 
communication with the fleet. But what! 
feared moft, was, tifat if we thould land be- 
tween*the town and the river Cap Rouge, the 
body firit!anded could not be reinforced betore 
they were attacked by the enemy's whole army. 
| Notwithftanding thete ditliculties, I thought 

once of attempting it at St.Michael’s about thiet 
miles above the town: But perceiving that tae 
enemy were jealous of the defign, were prepat- 
ing again‘ it, and had attually brought artillery 
and a mortar (which, being fo near to Quebet 
they could increafe as they pleafed) to play up 
on the fhipping: And 
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als by the town unhurt) it feemed fo hazard-} 
ous, that I thought it beit to defift. 

However, to divide the enemy's force, and to 
draw their attention as high up the river as pof- 
fiole, and to procure fome intelligence, I fent a 
detachment under the command of Col. Carle- 
ton, to land at the Point de Trempe, to attack 
whateverhe might find there, bring off fome 
prifoners, and ail the ufeful papers he could 

et. Ihad been informed that a number of the 
inhabitants of Quebec had retired to that place, 
and that probably we fhould find a magazjne of 

rovifions there. ; 

The Colonel was fired upon by a body of In- 
dians the moment he landed, but they were 
foon difperfed and driven into the woods: He 
fearched for magazines, but to no purpole, 
brought off fome prifoners, and returned with 
little lofs. 

After this bufinefs, I came back to Montmo- 
renci, where I found that Brigadier Townthend 
had, by a fuperior fire, prevented the French 
from erecting a battery on the bank of the 
river, from whence they intended to cannon- 
ade ourcamp. I now refolved to take the firft 
opportunity which prefented itfelf, of attacking 
the enemy, though polted to great advantage, 
and every where prepared to receive us. 

As the men of war cannot (for want of a 
fafficient depth of water) come near enough to 
the enemy's intrenchments, to annoy them in 
the leaft, the Admiral had prepared two tranf- 
ports (drawing but little water) which upon oc- 
cafion could be run a-ground, to favour a de- 
fcent. With the help of thefe veffels, which I 
underftood would be carried by the tide clofe 
in fhore, I propofed to make myfelf mafter of a 
detached redoubt near to the water's edge, and 
whofe fituation appeared to be out of mufquet 
fhot of the intrenchment upon the hill: if the 
enemy fupported this detached piece, it would 
neceflarily bring on an engagement, what we 
moft wifhed for ; and if not, I fhould have it in 
my power to examine their fituation, fo as to be 
able to determine where we could beft attack 
them. 

Preparations were accordingly made for an 
engagement. The 3rft of July in the forenoon, 
the boats of the fleet were filled with grenadiers, 
and a part of Brigadier Monckton's brigade 
from the point of Levi: the two brigades un- 
der the Brigadiers Townfhend and Murray 
were ordered to be in readinefs to pafs the 
Ford, when it fhould be thought neceffary. 
To facilitate the paflage of this corps, the Ad- 
iniral had placed the Centurion in the channel, 
fo that fhe might check the fire of the lower 
battery which commanded the Ford: this thip 
was of great ufe, as her fire was very judicioufly 
diveéted. A great quantity of artillery was 
placed upon the eminence, fo as to batter and 
enfilade the left of their intrenchments. 

From the veflel which run a-ground, neareft 
in, I obferved that the redoubt was too much 
commanded to be kept without very great lofs ; 
and the more, as the two armed fhips could not 
be brought near enough to cover both with 
their artillery and mufquetry, which I at firft 
conceived they might. But as the enemy feem- 
ed in fome confulion, and we were prepared 
for an action, I thought it a proper time to 
make an attempt upon their intrenchment. 
Orders were fent to the Brigadiers General to 
be ready with the corps under their command, 
Brigadier Monckton to land, and the Briga- 
diers Townthend and Murray to pafs the Ford. 

At a proper time of the tide, the fignal was 
made, but in rowing towards the fhore, many 
of the boats grounded upon a ledge that runs 
off a confiderable diftance. This accident pnt us 
into fome diforder, loft a great deal of time, 
and obliged me to fend an Officer to {top Bri- 
gadier Townfbend’s march, whom 1 then ob-

The grenadiers were ordered to form 
themfelves into four diftin&t bodies, and to be- 
gin the attack, fupported by Brigadier Monck- 
ton’s corps, as foon as the — had pafled the 
Ford, and were at hand to affift. 

froin the noife and hurry at landing, or from 
fome other caufe, the grenadiers, inftead of 
forming themfelves as they were directed, ran 
on impetuoufly towards the enemy's intrench- 
ments in the utmoft diforder and confufion, 
without waiting for the corps which were to 
fufiain them, and join in the attack. Brigadier 
Monckton wasnot landed, and Brig. Townthend 
was ftill at a confiderable diftance, tho’ upon 
his march to join us, in very good order. The 
grenadiers were checked by the enemy’s firft 
fire, and obliged to”fhelter themfelves in or 
about the redoubt, which the French abandon- 
ed upon their approach. In this fituation they 
continued for fome time, unable to form under 
fo hot a fire, and having many gallant officers 
wounded, who (carelefs of their perfons) had 
been folely intent upon their duty. I faw the 
abfolute neceffity of calling them off, that they 
might form themfelves behind Brigadier Monck- 
ton's corps, which was now landed, and drawn 
up on the beach, in extream good order, 


it was near night, a fudden ftorm came on, and 
the tide began to make; fo that I thought it 
moft advifeable, not to perfevere in fo difficult 
an attack, left (in cafe of a repulfe) the retreat 
of Brigadier Townfhend's corps might be ha- 
zardous and uncertain.

The place where the attack was intended, 
has thefe advantages over all others hereabout. 
Our artillery could be brought into ufe: The 
greateft part, or even the whole of the troops, 
might act at once: And the retreat (in cafe of 
a repulfe) was fecure, at leaft for a certain time 
of the tide. Neither one or other of thefe ad- 
vantages can any where elfe be found. The 
enemy were indeed pofted upon a commanding 
eminence. The beach upon which the troops 
were drawn up, was of deep mud, with holes, 
and cut by feveral gullies. The hill to be af- 
cended very fteep, and not every where practi- 
cable. The enemy numerous in their intrench- 
ments, and their fire hot. If the attack had 
fucceeded, our lofs muft certainly have been 
great, and their's inconfiderable, from the 
thelter which the neighbouring woods afforded 
them. The river St. Charles till remained to 
be paifed, before the town was inveited. All 
thefe circumftances I confidered.; but the defire 
to att in conformity to the King’s intentions, 
induced me to make this trial, perfuaded. that 
a victorious army finds no difficulties, 
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The enemy have been. fortifying ever fince 


with care, fo as to make a fecond attempt {till 
more dangerous. 


Immediately after this check, I fent Brigadier 


Murray above the town with 1200 men, direét« 
ing him to affift Rear Admiral Holmes in the 
deitruction of the French hips, (if they could 
be got at) ‘in order to open a communication. 
with Gen. Amherft, The Brigadier was to feek. 
every favourable opportunity of fighting fome 
of the enemy’s detachments, provided he could 
do it upon tolerable terms, and to ufe all the 
means in his power to provoke them to attack. 
him. He made two different atcempts to land 
upon the north fhore without fuccefs; but in a 
third was more fortunate. He landed unexpect- 
edly at De Chambaud, and burnt a magazine 
there, in which were fome provifions, fome ame 
munition, and all the {pare ftores, clothing, 
arms, and baggage of their army. 


Finding that their fhips were not to be got at, 


and little profpeét of bringing the enemy to a 
battle, he reported his fituation to me, and E 
ordered him to join the army. 


The prifoners he took informed him: of the 


furrender of the fort of Niagara; and we dif- 
covered, by intercepted letters, that the ene- 
my had abandoned Carillon and Crown. Point, 
were retired to the Ifle Aux Noix; and that 
Gen. Amherft was making preparatidns to pafs 
the Lake Champlain, to fall upon M. de Bour- 
lemaque’s corps, which confifts of three battali- 
ons of foot, and as many Canadians as make: 
the whole amount to 3000 men. 


The Admiral's difpatches and mine would 


have gone eight or ten days fooner, if I had 
not been prevented from writing by a fever. 
I found myéflf fo ill, and am ftill fo weak, that 
I begged the General Officers to confult toge- 
ther tor the. publick utility. They are all of 
opinion, that, (as more 
have now got above the town) they fhould try, 
by conveying up a corps of 4 or s000 men 
(which is nearly the whole ftrength of the 
army, after the points of Levi and. Orleans are 
left in a proper ftate of defence) to draw the 
enemy from their prefent fituation, and bring 
them to an action. I have acquiefced in their 
propofal, and we are preparing to-put it in ex- 
ecution.

The Admiral and I have examined the 


town, with a view to a general affault ; but, 


after confulting with the Chief. Engineer, who 
is well acquainted with the interior parts of it, 
and, after viewing it with the utmoft atten- 
tion, we found, that though the batteries of 
the Lower Town might be eafily filenced b 


the men of war, yet the bufinefs.of an. affault 


would be little advanced by that, fince the 
few paflages that lead from the Lower to the 
Upper Town, are carefully intrenched ; and 
the upper batteries cannot be affeéted by 
the fhips, which muf receive confiderable 
damage from them and from the mortars. 
The Admiral would readily join in this, or in 
any uther meafure, for the publick fervice ; 
but I could not propofe to him an undertakin 
of fo dangerous a nature, and promifing fo 
little fuccefs. 

To the. uncommon ftrength of the country, 
the enemy have added (for the defence of t 
river) a2 great number of floating batteries 
and boats. By the vigilance of thefe, and the 
Indians round our different pofts, it has been 
impoffible to execute any thing by furprize. 
We have had almoft daily tkirmithes with thefe 
favages, in which they are generally defeated, 
but not without lofs on our fide. 

By the lift of difahicd officers, many of 
whom are of rank, you may perceive, Sir, 
that the army is much weakened. By the na- 
ture of the river, the mott formidable part of 
this armament is deprived of the power of 
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THE 


acting, yet we have almoft the whole force of | 
Canada to oppofe. In this fituation, there is 
fuch-a choice of difficulties, that 1 own my(eit 
at a lofs how to determine. The affairs of 
Great Britain, I know, require the molt vi- 
gorous meafures; but then the courage of 2 
handful of brave men fhould be exerted only 
where there is fome hope of a favourabie e- 
vent. However, you may be affired, Sir, that 
the finall part of the campaiga which remains, 
thall be employed, as far as [ am able, for the 
honour of his Majefty and the intereit ct the 
nation, in which Iam fwre of being well f- 
conded by the Admiral and by the Generais. 
Happy if cur eiforts here can contribute to 
the fuccefs of his Majetty’s arms in any other 
parts of America. I have the honour to he,

SrR, 

IX my letter of the 6th of June, I acquainted 
you I was then off Scatari, ftanding for the 
Rivcr St Laurence. On the 26th, I had got up, 
with the firit divifion of the flect and tranf{ports, 
as far as the middle of the ifle of Orleans, where 
i immediately prepared to iand the troops, 
which I did tie wext morning. The fame 
day the fecond and third divifions came up, and 
the troops from them were landed likewiie. 

I got thus far without any lofs or accident 
whatever; but, directly atic: landing the troops, 
a very hard gale of wind came on, by which 
many anchors and imail boats were loft, and 
much damage received among the tran{ports by 
their driving on board each other. ‘The thips 
that Icft moit anchors I fupplicd trom the men 
of war, as far as I was able, and, in all other 
refpect:, gave them the beit aflittance in my 
power. 

On the 28th at midnight, the enemy fent 
down from Quebec feven firefhips ; and though 
our fhips and tran{ports were fo numerous, and 
neceflarily {pread fo great a part of the channel, 
we towed them all clear'and a-ground, without 
receiving’ the leaft damage from them. The 
next night Gen. Monckton croffed the River, 
and landed with his brigade on the South fhore, 
and tock poft at Point Levi; and Gen. Wolte 
took his on the weftermoit puint of the Ife ot 
Orleans. 

On the rft of July I moved up hetween the 
Points of Orleans and Levi; and, it being re- 
folved to land on the North fhore, below 
the Falls of Montmorenci, I placed, on the 
Sth inft. his Majefty’s floop the Porcupine, and 
the Bofcawen armed vetiel, in the channel be- 
tween Orleans and the North fhore, to cover 
that landing, which took place that night.

AST night Col. Join Hale, and Capt. James 
Douglas, late Commander of his Majefty’s 
fhip the Alcide, arrived trom Quebec, with the 
following letters to the Right Hon. ivir.

Copy of a letter from the Hon, General Monckton 
to the Right clon. Mr. Secresary Pitt, dated Rt- 
ver St. Lawrence, Cap at Point Levi, Sept. 
1551759 ; 

SIR, 
Have the pleafure to acquaint you, that, on 
the 13th initant, his Majetty’s troops gained 

a very fignal vittory over the French, a little 

above the town of Quebec. Gen. Wolfe, ex- 

erting himéelf on the right of our line, received 

a wound pretty early, of which he died foon 

after, and I had mytelf the great mistortune of 

receiving onc in my right breaft by a ball, that 
went thro’ part of my lungs, (and which has 
been cut out undex the blade bone of my fhonld- 
er) jut as the French were giving way, w hich 
obliged ihe to quit the field. I have theretore, 

Sr, defired Gen. Townthend, who now com- 

minds the troops before, the town, (and of 

which I am in hopes he will be foon in potfef- 

fion) ro acquaint you with the particulars of 

that day, and of the operations carrying on. 
Ihave the honour to be, &c. 
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enemy above, the boats fell down with the tide,!to fome thick cope wood, and feemad to make 


and landed on the North fhore, within a league} 
of Cape Diamond, an hour before day-break. 
The rapidity of the tide of ebb carried them a 
little below the intended place of attack, which 
obliged the light infantry to fcramble up a 
woody ‘precipice, in order to iecure the 
landing tie troops by diflodging a Captain’s 
poft, which defended the {mall intrenched 
path the troops were to afcend.

‘The boats as they emptied, 
were fent back for the fecond embarkation, 
which L immediately made. Brigadier Murray, 
who had been detached with Anftruther’s Bat- 
talion to attack the four gua battery upon the 
left, was recalled by the Generali, who now faw 
the French army croiling the river St. Charles. 
General Wolfe thereupon begun to form his 
line, having his right covered by the Louis- 
bourg Grenadiers ; on the right of thefe again 
he afcerwards brought Otway’s; to theleit of 
the Grenadiers were Bragz’s, Kennedy's, Laf- 
cellzs's, Highlanders, and Auitruther’s ; the 
right of this body was commanded by Brig. 
Monckton, and the leit by Brig. Murray ; his 
rearand left were protected by Col. Howe's light 
Infantry, who was returned from the four gun 
battery before-meniioned, which was fvon a- 
bandoned to him. Gen. Montcalm having 
colleéttd the whole of his force trom the Beau- 
port tide, and advancing, fhewed his intention 
to flank our left, where | was immediately or- 
dered with Gea. Amherit's Battalion, which I 
formed en Petence. My numbers were foon after 
incicaled by the arrival of the two Battalions 
of Royal Americans ; and Webb's was 
drawn up by the General, as a referve in eight 
{ubdiviiions with large intervals. The enemy 
lined the buihes in their front with 1500 In- 
dians and Canadians, and 1} dare fay had plac- 
ed moit of their beft mark{fmen there, who 


a itand. It was at this moment, that each 
corps feemed in a manner to exert itfelf, with 
a view to its own peculiar character. The 
grenadiers, Bragg’s, and Lafcelles’s, preffed 
on with their bayonets. Brig. Murray, ad- 
vancing with the troops under his command 
briikly, compleated the route on this fide ; 
when the Highlanders, fupported by An‘tru- 
ther’s, took their broad Teast and drove 
part into the town, part to the works at their 
bridge on the river St. Charles. 

The action, on our ieft and rear, was not 
fo fevere. The houtes, into which the light 
infantry were thrown, were weli detended, be- 
ing fupported by Col. Howe, whe taking pot 
with two companies behind a fall copie, aad 
frequently fallying upon the fianks of the ene- 
my curing their attack, drove them often inte 
heaps, againit the front of which body I ad. 
vanced Platoons of Amberit’s regiment, 
which totally prevented the right wing from 
executing their firitintention. Before this, one 
of the Koyal American battalions had been 
detached to preferve our communication with 
our boats, and the other being fent to occupy 
the ground which Brig. Murray’s movement 
had left open, I remained with Ambherft’s 
to fupport this difpofition, afd to keep the 
enemy's right. and a body of their Suvazes, 
which waited ftill more towards our rear, op- 
vofite the poits of our light infantry, waiting 
for an opportunity to fall upon our fear. 

This, Sir, was the fituation’ of things, when - 
I was told, in the action, that I commanded : 
I immediately repaired,to the center, and find- 
ing the purfuit had put part of the troops in 
ditorder, I formed them as fodn’as poflible. 
Scarce was this eitected, when M. déBougain- 
ville, with his corps from Cape Rouge, of 2000 
men, appeared in our rear. I advanced two 
pieces of artiliery, and two battalions, towards 
him ; upon which he retired.
